As I start listening to the S5-S6 signal, it’s a mess, seems like two 
different audio sources mixing equally, music + music or music + talk. 
If they are going to do that, should be on separate sidebands, but as 
usual there is no LSB, so both are on USB. Various comments include at 
1550, ©‘feliz navidad’*; 1551 °*Nacional Antartida Argentina’’; 1556 
LRA 36 ID; timesignal! at 1600+ about 15 seconds late, including 
internet delay. Surely that is not generated at Base Esperanza, rather 
Bs. As. More IDs and Antarctica mentions interspersed, including 
reference to the original Wed 11-13 local time broadcast. But 
1621*-*1623 cut off the air. When resumed the noise level at the SDR 
is higher; 1626 more or less as originally; 1628 ID in passing. 


At 1636 I try other Brasil SDRs: Brasilia is full, but Rio is axually 
getting this better with less local noise than SP. But about 1640* 
signal lost and can’t find it again on any of them. 


Meanwhile, further info about this had arrived from MM at 1415:

13660.000, Dec 21 at 1705, Alameda Bible Fellowship robotic 
readings in English, which sound just like the Word Of God should, as 
scheduled by RMI for Issoudun; via UTwente in SAM mode which displays 
exact frequency, not offset like 17545 and 15285 in previous hours; 
also with signature beepclickerry of one ISS defectransmitter; rather 
than Bulgaria (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx FRANCE. 15285.0545V, Dec 23 at 1601, JBA carrier and audibly 
cycling up and down as I try to measure it, captured here at one 
instant; R. Manara via RMI for NIGERIA. Ivo Ivanov says it’s not from 
Secretbrod, Bulgaria as suspected due to this defect, but presumably 
really Issoudun, France as registered (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) See 
also NIGERIA [non] 


xx INDIA. 11560, Dec 20 at 1448, S Asian music but with split-second 
breaks in carrier so consequently also in modulation, extremely 
irregular but maybe averaging once a second. Soon into talk equally 
marred, then relents somewhat. This is AIR Pashto service at 
1415-1530, one of the few external service transmitters still active, 
listed by Aoki and Jose as Bengaluru, which used to be their #1 
high-power SW site; WRTH and Jose show all 5 are nominally 500 kW

*xx MEXICO. 540-, Dec 22 at 0137, ‘‘Jingle Bell Rock’*, in English from 
dominant station on caradio with fast SAH; then a carol in Spanish. 
Fits for XEWA, SLP2, in mwoffsets as 539.973 kHz (Glenn Hauser, OK, 
WOR) See also UNID 900 


xx NEW ZEALAND. 13840, Dec 21 at 0657, JBA carrier; just checking for 
any propagation from RNZP now that they have extended this further 
into our night instead of 11725 or 9700 which might have served us 
non-targetees. 13840 currently sked 0559-0758 (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*x NIGERIA. 7255-, Dec 17 at 0727, no signal from the extremely 
unreliable VON; maybe switched to 9690- instead? There is a JBA 
carrier and nothing else scheduled, but unseems mandatory offset minus 
as to be expected (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx NIGERIA. 11770-, Dec 20 at 0650, JBA carrier offset minus, 
presumably VON on wrong frequency again as missing from 7255- as well 
as from 9690-.

With luck 
he comes back later. I have to shutdown soon to watch my nephew play 
hockey. °° 


Earlier on same frequency he had: **Radio Noid, 6925 USB, 12-20-20, 
2113-2118+ UTC. Nice signal in central Kentucky. Song by The Dead 
Milkmen and ID via SSTV. I had to tune away for something else 
(Gay-KY). °°

unravel the NDB pileup here. In addition to IC, Wichita KS, another 
one at almost same period which means they are meshing.

xx US A. 5800, 5850, 5950, 7570, 7730, 9395, Dec 23 at 0257 I find 
open carriers/dead air on all these WRMI frequencies, and maybe also

I go to the WBCQ 7490 webcast 
and find AAAWWW is still running there; I wonder if the same 
divergence happened on SW? At 0122 a caller interrupts, Bill in Ohio 
who says he has already got vaccinated, but they dispose of him 
quickly. 


At 0131 I recheck A51/61 webcast and just starting is *'2001, a Jane 
Odyssey, welcome September 8°* --- so it appears that Larry Will, 
controller of A51/61, had enough of the Wieners and decided to dump 
out of their show, at least on his webcast. 


Now on (7490) webcast, they are lamenting increasing ChiCom influence 
in the US, etc., etc. 0145 datestamp as ©°18th of December, YOOL 
2020°°, and assures us there will be an Xmas show too.

At 1455, a LAH - low audible het appears to be caused 
by this one about 15 Hz low beating against one or both OK 1050 
groundwavers. However, mwoffsets put it on the plus side:

There is also a heavy 248/minute = 4.13 Hz SAH. 

The OKies are not listed, but here's a nearie plus 3.6 Hz:

// WSBI 1210 Static [sic] TN, also a daytimer. 


And it is a known cheater: From NRC DX News January 7, 2020, a log 
from over a year ago in 2019y: 


*“*1130, WYXE, TN, Gallatin - 12/6 2234 [EST] - On after sunset with 
Spanish language religious music,"...Radio Vida" slogan by female 
announcer, more music. Fair mostly over usuals WBBR & WDFN. // to Tune 
In stream. First time heard at this location. (PS-ON) °° 


My E/W longwire does favor this town NE of Nashville. As for its 
sibling, even my 2013 Large Scale Road Atlas by Rand McNally does not 
index any place called Static in TN! Radio-locator agrees on the name 
altho does not depict it on coverage map, which shows site exactly on 
the KY/TN border further from Nashville; even zoomed in cannot tell 
which state it’s in; nearest towns are Byrdstown TN and Albany KY. The 
border in this area looks like a straight E-W line, but on closer 
inspexion it’s slightly tilted. Latitude as licensed is 36-27-22 if 
that helps. But I don’t have to worry since I haven't yet heard WSBI 
and don’t count states, but if I did it would be by site, not city 
(Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) {static = not moving around; or noisy?}¢

I do that for every one of the 14 
states represented in NRC Log on 830, regardless of language, format 
or daytimishness, and not a one of them matches to anything on 830. 
Except for WCCO Tue-Sat at 1-2 am [CT]. Our American Network is not 
among the numerous ones on the NRC AM Log list page 276, and thus with 
an abbr. to show in individual listings. 


By night power and format, I figure the two most likely are WCRN 
Worcester MA, U4 50/50 kW, which I have never heard, night pattern 
nulling the west, but its website program schedule confirms it is not 
the one. The other is WEEU, U4 20/6 kW Reading PA, but there is no 
program sked to be found on its website. Night pattern is all to the 
SE. 


KGLA Norco LA, U4 5000/750 is the common QRMer to WCCO, but it's 
listed as Spanish, Radio Tropical. Drastic format change? 


A remote possibility is that WCCO is testing a different/backup 
transmitter site, if any? QRMing itself. Now I wish had tried to DF 
them separately but this was on E-W longwire (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR)

UNIDENTIFIED. 2580, Dec 21 at 2319 UT, JBA carrier, possibly a second 
harmonic of 1290 or third of 860. I often tune the entire 2 MHz band 
hunting harmonix, ignoring numerous birdies which land on odd split 
channels, but MW harmonix are sparse; used to get a few Latin 
Americans as well as Unitedstatesians. The ambient noise level around 
here may be obscuring them, even worse tnx to Xmas. I urge those in

Spanish, sounds borracho (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


UNIDENTIFIED. 13065, Dec 17 at 1402, open carrier amid fruitless 
search for CNR1 jammers, but immediately 1403 replaced by wideband OTH 
radar covering 13053-13075 approx. Russia? Evidently it homes in with 
an AM carrier before turning on radar noise (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


UNIDENTIFIED. 15330-USB, Dec 18 at 1523, 2-way in colloquial Spanish 
JBA; not a problem for AFRTS which abandoned this AM from Bethany 
sesquidecades ago (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR)
